H= you ever wondered how you would save a severed finger or save someone who has 
gotten bitten by a deadly snake? Well like the saying goes, accidents happen. Luckily for us, 
the student body of Ocean Springs High School can feel a sense of security thanks to the Allied 
“Health students. These doctors-to-be learn basic first aid and CPR and later, had the opportunity 
to pass on their knowledge to the faculty. On October 14th, teachers spent their off-block in the 
media center to learn from Dr. Dalgo’s Allied Health I & II students. Teachers went to stations 
that were taught by the students and were coached on how to handle a mixture of situations 
and treat various accidents, differentiating from low blood sugar all the way to severed limbs.
